The collection will 
be a_ significant addition to the CGishop 
Museum's internationally recognized library and 
an outstanding reference resource in natural 
history.

Bishop Museum is now seeking the 
remaining $21,000 needed to acquire the full 
library. ve want very much to keep the 
Gressitt library intact as a distinctive 
monument to the dedication, competence, and 
humanity of Dr and Mrs Gressitt. Each volume 
will contain a specially designed book plate 
designating it as part of the H. Linsley 
Gressitt and Margaret K. Gressitt Memorial 
Library.

geographic 
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COMPUTER NETWORK COULD 
AID ENTOMOLOGICAL 
COMMUNICATION 


Entomologists can no more ignore the 
mushrooming microcomputer technology’ than 
can their colleagues in other — scientific 
disciplines. This has become clear in the past 
few years as microcomputers and terminals take 
their place amongst insect cages and 
microscopes in entomological laboratories and 
classrooms. As well as the time honoured 
application of ‘doing stats', you will now find 
microcomputers controlling and collecting data 
from all manner of experiments, monitoring 
environmental conditions, keeping track of 
literature, acting as_ terminals to larger 
computers, and the million and one. tasks 
previously performed by typewriters. 


One _ of the spin-offs of recent 
developments in computing is the growing 
number of communication networks. These are 
groups of computers, word processors and the 
like, linked together to enable information to 
be passed between them. Where this ability 
extends to the transmission between many 
users, of ordinary, keyboard-entered text, it 
is termed ‘electronic mail’. 


The Unix SUN Network 


During the past few years, a network 
known as the 'Unix Network' or 'SUN' (short 
for Sydney Unix Network - which belies its 
present extent) has evolved, encompassing the 
major Universities in the eastern states, and 
with connections to the CSIRO network 
'CSIRONET' and the USA _ Unix network 
'USENET'. 


One of the extremely useful features of 
the Unix Network is its 'mail' system. Using 
SIMPLE, easily-learned commands it is possible 
to send messages to, and receive messages 
from, other users in distant locations for a 
MODEST (in some instances free!) terminal 
useage charge. The service provided is 


somewhat akin to an ultra-cheap telex, but in 
this case, messages are sent to YOUR 
electronic mail box to be read from a terminal 
at your convenience. 


People who work in the eastern states 
Universities can usually gain access to the 
Network FROM EXISTING TERMINALS 
connected to their Computing centre. They 
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also may use their own, or a departmental 
microcomputer (e.g. Apple, IBM, Microbee, 
Osborne, Tandy, etc.), together with a 
terminal-emulation programme and one of the 
new inexpensive ‘modems' (devices which allow 
microcomputers, word processors, etc to ‘talk' 
to other computers via a_ telephone line). 
Dial-up facilities are available in virtually all 
computing service units nowdays. 


Most CSIRO staff also have access to the 
network via their local CSIRONET terminal or 
dial-up facilities. CSIRONET itself does not 
support the Unix operating system on which 
the network is based, but a CSIRONET-Unix 
gateway has been provided at the ‘Basser 40' 
computer in the Basser Computing Centre 
(Sydney University). The gateway allows 
connections to be made from CSIRONET to most 
Unix network machines, but CSIRONET users 
need to have access to a Unix ‘account' and its 
password to use the network. The University 
of NSW Randwick Entomology Research Lab 
currently maintains an ‘open access’ account 
which we are prepared to allow to be used by 
entomologists who wish to use the network 
either from within CSIRONET or by calling a 
Sydney dial-up line. 


Advantages 


The main advantages of using this system 
compared with other forms’ of ~~ written 
communication, are speed, convenience and low 
cost. Provided that the recipient routinely 
logs-on to check for 'mail' (which typically 
takes less than a minute) it is often possible 
to receive a reply to a message the same day 
or at least overnight! In many cases, 
messages the can be sent and received from 
within your own department and without the 
necessity for abbreviated wording. Most 
machines in the network are permanently 
on-line so that mail may be sent and read at 
ANY time. The cost of sending mail on the 
Unix network is merely the terminal charge for 
the host machine you use. This may be 
Virtually free, but certainly will never exceed 
the cost of the equivalent postal service. If 
you have access to a word processor or 4 
microcomputer with word processing software, 
it may be possible to use this to prepare text 
for transmission, further simplifying the whole 
procedure and reducing terminal time. 


Possible uses for Entomologists 


We have found the Unix network 
particularly useful for two specific purposes: 
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Allowing a staff member seconded 
from CSIRO to keep in touch with 
his project director in Melbourne, 


Facilitating frequent communication 
with one of our colleagues running a 
research project at the UNSW Arid 
Zone Field Station at Broken Hill, 


However, since becoming acquainted with 
the network we have become aware that its 
potential usefulness to entomologists is very 
great. A few of the possible uses are: 


(a) Exchanging information with 
colleagues working on similar areas, 
on co-operative projects, in other 
institutions etc. 


(b) Facilitating Entomological Society (or 
other similar business (e.g. if Geoff 
Monteith has network access, this 
article could have been ‘mailed’ to 
him, edited and re-formatted using a 
microcomputer /wordprocessor and 
printed WITHOUT re-typing). 


(c) Setting up of a sub-network 
consisting of the major Entomological 
teaching and research institutions, 
for carrying on_ official and 
semi-official business. 


(d) Establishing and gaining access to 
entomological data bases - especially 
those pertaining to Australian pests. 


Limitations 


Computers running Unix do so under a 
number of licences whose conditions vary. 
Generally communication of a non-commercial 
nature is allowed, but it would be wise to 
check with those responsible for the machine 
you wish to use, 


Unix Network - Entomologist users 


At present the network is used by 
relatively few entomologists (e.g. at University 
of NSW, University of Queensland, CSIRO 
Applied Org. Chem.). Many others already 
have access and could use the network if they 
wished - e.g. CSIRO Entomology Divn. 
(Canberra and other centres with CSIRONET 
terminals), Sydney University, Macquarie 
University, Melbourne University, Monash 
University, La Trobe University to name but a 
few. 
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Unix Network access 


lf you are interested and wish to 
ascertain whether you have access to the 
network - check with your computer centre. 
Entomologists in State Departments could 
probably access the network by making 
arrangements with a University or CSIRO, If 
these avenues are unfruitful, write to me at 
the address below or phone (02) 399 0344, 


Most of the entomologists with whom | 
have discussed the potential usefulness of the 
network, had assumed that the technology was 
at least five years away. Nearly all have been 
amazed to find that it is HERE NOW and 
available for use at an affordable price!

Request for Orchesia specimens (Coleoptera : 
Meland ryidae ) 


Last year a number of A.M, Lea types of 
Orchesia species were damaged or lost in 


transit on being returned from the Soviet 
Union. For most species the specimens have 
been repaired or replacement lectotypes have 
been selected. However this was not possible 
for the following three species for which their 
are no known specimens other than the lost 
unique holotypes: Orchesia macilenta Lea 
(Qid), O. multinotata Cea (Vic), O. minima Lea 
(Tas). The material was being studied by Dr 
N. Nikitsky who asks members. to collect or 
locate as much unidentified Orchesia material 
as possible in the hope that the missing 
species will turn up again, so that neotypes 
can be designated.

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PSEUDOTAENIA WATERHOUSE! 
— ALIVE AND WELL IN NSW 


Contrary to a view expressed by 
Hawkeswood (1983), the fine buprestid beetle 
Pseudotaenia waterhousei (Van de Poll) is not 
extinct in New South Wales; the species 
survives in several localities in the central 
west of the State, and its future seems fairly 
secure, 


The larval host of P. waterhousei in 
inland south-east Queensland is Acacia 
leiocalyx (Domin) Pedley (Hawkeswood and 
Peterson, 1982; Hawkeswood, § 1983). In 
mid-October 1981, | found adult P. waterhousei 
emerging from Acacia Sore es A, Cunn; at 
the western foot of the eddin Mountains 
(147°58'E, 33°56'S), on the boundary of the 
Weddin Mountains National Park and only about 
13 km north of Bimbi, the southernmost P., 
waterhousei locality listed by Hawkeswood 
| , Subsequent examination of A. 
doratoxylon trees in Round Hill Nature Reserve 
THB TOE, 32°58'S) and at Monia Gap (145°48'E, 
33°36'S) in November 1983 revealed numerous 
characteristic oval emergence holes at both 


localities, and remains of an adult beetle at 
Round Hill. 


Acacia doratoxylon is widely distributed 
on the central- ai south-western slopes of 
New South Wales, extending into north-eastern 
Victoria (Maslin and Pedley, 1982). Its 
preference for rocky hills and slopes (similar 
to the A. leiocalyx habitats in Dunmore State 
Forest described by tlawkeswood (1983)) has 
ensured its survival in many parts of its range 
where the flat country was cleared for 
agriculture long ago. This fact, and the 
known occurrence of the beetle in both Weddin 
Mountains National Park and Round Hill Nature 
Reserve, should allay any fears for. the 
survival of P. waterhousei at the present time.
